It contained irtrtte deep lagooiii, 
in which were pelicans ; but ha crossed it 
where the bed was quite dry, and when it 
presented, like many other pari* occa- 
aionally" under water, striking proofs of 
the uncertainly of leuoni in those parti 
of Australia. Numerous dead saplings, 
of eight or len years' gr wlti, stood there, 
having evidently flourished in that silua 
lion until tbe water again El led the ch in 
□el, after so long an interval of drought, 
and killed them.'' (p. 113) 

'flic Murray at Litis time was in Hand, 
May, 1830. All the water visible now 
belocjgei to the Murray, whose 
rapid. " The stale of the river was no 
lunger the same as when Ihis spot was 
first visited," (p. 116.) Dry channels 
before were nuw filled with the muddy 
water of Ihe Murray. He found Ihe 
junction of (he Murrumbid^ee uiucli 
blamed up by Ireei, up to which he pro- 
ceeded in his boat, there being a. fresh, in 
that river also. {p. 130.) The Murray 
was from sixty to seventy yards wide. 
" The jfood ran high in the deep and 
rapid rivet ; yet the margin wa* coveted 
with high reeds. The width is the fitrac 
u that assigned by Sturt. (p. 134.) 
Six miles higher upit was" flowing with 
astn*g current, and at its full width the 
water was not more than afoot below the 
level of the right baak. Thus the Mur- 
ray seemed to flow through that reedy 
expanse, unmarked in its course by t rets 
or bushes, although one or two distant 
clumps ur yarra probably grew o« the 
banks of the permanent stream.' 1 * (p. 
136.) This reedy valley was eight 'miles 
wide fiimi hery to berg; rich flats, 
line lagouiis sLirruiiNdrd by verdure, 
grass of the liclical descdplibu, argil oilier 
guud qualities, marked the country border 
lay the rvcdr ; nnd the river itself was 
" itt!vigiit>te,uiid jifWiice might be eoiiteyfrf 
by it at sircA. seasons io ihe seashore, 
At laic junction of a river, Sir

anotrier river joined the former, also fifty 
yardi wide, " flowing elowly to the weitr 
ward," (p. 142) , (he country along its 
banks was treeless, hut lagoons, and lake! 
abounded. It is now known, and may be 
nen in Ham's Map of Australia Fella-, 
that these rivers are merely brunch streams 
of the Murray, which forma a mesh-work 
of waters in this region, like that of the 
Macquatie, Culgog, Sic., and their brain chei 
forming the WakonI, the Edward, and (he 
Logan, (Diet Ihe Murray again in tlie reed 
beds. The branch which 8k Thomas left, 
is now called "the Kdward" River, and 
that which he was on is the true Murray, 
which he sayi (on 22nd June, 1836,) had 
a breadth of fifty yards, and a velocity of 
nearly a mile and a half per hour ; the 
height of the bank above the water being 
eighteen inches, (p. 145). Sail Inlets and 
land ridges, and treeless sail, marked this 
country, (p. H7). Mr. StAPurroa, who 
was sent out by Sir Thouis, traced these 
ana-branches into the main stream of the 
Hurray, near Clarke's Station, and at tbe 
point where he fell in with it, found it 
running at the rate of 2940 yards, or more 
than a mile and a half, per hour, and 
ninety-nine yarda wide. (p. 137.) 
There the party left the Murray; but 
on the 17th October, on their way home- 
wards, they crested the Murray, more than 
one hundred miles of direct distance 
nearer its source, and found it " runni'itf 
hani high, and ttUi of grtaltr width than, 
any other isoisK Awtralian river; its 
velocity, where its horder could be ap- 
proached at the spot " txetetled that of 
any rititr previoaily erased, bring at tht 
rati of too mffes dnoT o-Atjff per hour." 
(p. 302.) 

The Qoulbtjtn.or Hovel,wat (8th Octo- 
ber) " farper (Ann the Itarrumbidgee; its 
banks and bed firm: the breadth sixty yards: 
ifomeBBd^/fl,a»Mcerioirte^ 
heing somewhat more than two fatHomi, 
The Telocity was at the rale of 100 yarda 
in three minutes, or one mile and 240 
yards jjfr hour." (p, £91.) It was then 
nnwhere fordable. Lagooria in the flafi, 
between the riier and its fjergi, two miles 
and n-rn!l asunder, proved the extent of 
its channel in times of former flood, 
(p. E93.) 

The Oveni and King "uniled formed 
a noife »£>es»t t " having bnitki twenty- 
three feet above the water. " The currrnt 
was flowing ot the rate of one mile and 
a half per hour; the mean o>pfA fioo fa- 
thorns t; end the width, where measured, 
forty-seven yards; the breadth of the: 
River King, at the junction, being nearly 
as much," (p. 290.) 

We have now completed the unit pro- 
posed us, to answer the question at the 
head of these articles, so far as the evidence 
collected can enable us to answer it. The 
result ii, that no inttrior or western river 
in Australia is likely to be navigable so 
far, or so completely, cs the Mnrray j 
hnl, even in tht esse of that river, much 
furthei examination by competent per- 
son!, well acquainted with the subject, 
will be required befure any encouragement 
can be held out to inch as may be willing 
to venture upon ils water* with their pro- 
duce. And, as we have seen, there is rea- 
son to doubt whether even the Murray 
itself is navigable at all times to an' en- 
trance into Lake Aleiaudrina, which is it- 
self completely excluded by its ahallow- 
nus, sandbanks, and either collateral im- 
pediments, We are, after all, half- 
int.it iird to adopt the word) of thalatt Mr, 
iJuriWisnitiu, who says : "The Murray, 
when flooded from Ihe eastward, will 
doubtless carry a ejooi" anfely down its 
channel, but at a navigable riter at all 
seasons, it is like the Mitcquarie, and in- 
deed every other western stream, useless 
to the coluuisu, liven if the Murray were 
throughout thtt year and during ihe driest 
seasons, a deep navrgable river, its waters 
could not Ac rendered a/we for the purpose 
oftammcrtx, since it discharges itself inter 
mnouf lake, and that again into the sea at 
Encounter Bay, where, although tbe 
sage it, as Captain Siubt states, at all 
pi-riods of the tide, rather more than a 
quarter of a mile in width, and of suf- 
ficient depth for a boat to enter ; still, as 
he also observes, and the muter of every 
coajter well knows, 4 a line of dan- 
gerous breakers,' which are constantly 
rolling against tbe sand-bin 
thrown up ' by the prevalent winds 
'vill always prevent an approaeh te 
the lahe from the sett, excepting in the 
calmest weather; whilst the bay itself 
will at all times be a haaardoue place far 
any vesse! io enfer under any eiVeuffl. 
itanee."— Jourx. G'eoj. Soc. u. 130. 

And if iliis be a correct view, then it is 
to be feared, the Murruuibidgee itself, 
owing to it* tntijji*, md rapids, and velo- 
city in timet of Hood, must be excluded 
also. 

The day-dreams of the correspondent of 
the Sautk Juttratian Register, respecting 
his "TOO milts of navigable waters" — 
" exceeding all the a&vigable waters of 
the Thames, the Severn, tlie Mersey,' the 
Iluraber, and many ether Knglish rivers 
put together,"— must, it is to he feared, 
by tbe facts detailed in these papers, be 
altogether disproved : for all trust can be 
said is, that io times when the rivers of 
Australia ate neither in Hood nor quite 
dried up, there may be some few milts 
here and there navigable, but as tg irans- 
riurting hides, wool, tallow, Sec, froiu (lie 
back settlements of New ^oulh Walei by 
river carriage to Southern Australia, it is 
an idea which can only be entertained by 
one who sees rivers marked upon a map, 
and measuring their length by scale, thinks 
tf little else. Even " the beautiful and ma- 
jestic Murray," as he terms it, is little else. 

Ko notice has been taken here or the Coo- 
rong, because there are no means of as- 
certaining any authentic facts res^ectine 
it; the writer in question calls it ''a na- 
lural canal;" but he says nothing of its 
depth or any other feature. Canals, how- 
ever, natural or artificial, and rivers even 
deep attd full, are nearly useless if they 
ftW through sterile, inhospitable, and un- 
inhahitabie wastes, such as the western 
interior. 

The time is not arrived when this ot 
any other Australian colony could under- 
take hy artificial means to remedy any of 
the natural defrcts of these inland chan- 
nels of supposed communication; btittt 
will he start el j fair lo omit ill conclu- 
lion, a notice of an intention of that kind 
on the pari of a gentleman well known 
by his contributions to ihe stock of coio- 
nialintelligennc, Lengthened, Lhcreforr, 
as this discussion has berju, a fete liua.1 
wotds mutt yet be written. 



About raleven years since • proposition 
was made to the Home Gavernmepl, that 
a body of convicts should be sent out for 
trie purpose of draining Lake Alexandrine, 
in order not only to obtain a navigable 
channel, but to reclaim contiderable tracts 
of alluvial land, which, it may be added, 
Captain Stiikt considers capable of pro- 
ducing aay amount of cereal crvps. 

The words of the gentleman in ques- 
tion ore these : — " 1 considered that there 
was just a sufficient fall from (lie lake to 
the sea lo admit a channel navigable for 
smalt vessels at high or even low witter, 
and at the same time with a current suffl- 
ciehlly Krong.at low water, in that 
channel and throughout the entire extent 
of tbe lake, to enable the river in a short 
lime to form a navigable bed for itself." 
It was proposed lo assist by these mesas 
the passage of the floods towards the sea, 
which forming lagoons would indicate 
the course taken by Ihem, and that chan- 
nel deepened and established by pilet 
would consolidate the muddy flats along 
its bankt. 

Such an undertaking would in all re- 
spects he a public benefit, but we have 
had io much experience of Ihe utter un- 
concern of the good folks at home as to (he 
present condition or future prospects of 
□U'tralia, that it it almuit vtin to expect 
any Ministry to trouble their heads about 
an Australian river ; and the people in 
South Australia will be equally content 
to allow New South Wales to contribute, 
as il does, year, hy year, acres of alluvium 
lo its Mud Lake, assured that generations 
hence theirdescendants willtakcadvantage 
of tbe contribution* levied now by na- 
ture upon the lister colony, for 

of A, ft SWOO and odd, when tired of car- 
rying the detritus of our mountain ranges 
and desert plains in far as the ocean, the 
will have blocked up the passage altoge- 
ther and converted the lake into au enor- 
mous flat for market gardepers. Thtt 
inch will be the inevitable result of the 
combined activity of our riven and the 
want of adventure to turn them to accou ot 
is certain; but ages hence, when these 
remarks, with their author, shall he buried 
in the mud of oblivion, the thought will 
occur, which this generation ought to 
profit by, thtt what the Dulch have done 
in Holland and the English in the Isle of 
Ely, ma; be done in South Australia, if 
the government or private individuals, 
who have any and spare patriotism and a 
balance at the bank, would find a useful, 
praiseworthy, and profitable undertaking. 
At a future time, we may say a few 
words as to the example eel us in this re- 
spect by the Dutch, from whom there an 
htany things lo learn Worth knowing, 
though they make special bad coloniiLs, 
Mr. A. CAHFEair,, tritA tonom the above- 
named prejtti arose, calculates the expense

Judgment in this case ns follows :— 

This suit was instituted for the purpose of 
obtaining a decree declaring tho defendant a 
trustee for the ptaintitf of certain land in Syd- 
ney, and dime ting him to convey accordingly. 
The hill states that one Melville being in pos- 
session by occupancy, sold to one C induct in 
IS 1 9 for £30 s (lint in Wt'i, Cradoek in con- 
sideration Ihnl P. Spenser, sen,, would pay 
for him a debt of £0, and undertake to defray 
his funeral expenses, conveyed tho land to 
Spenser, sen., in trial fur hit mn, ths flam 
In fee, and lor himself in fee, in case the pll___ 
tiff should die uiid.it age; that CradaeV gavs 
possession to Spenser, sen., who in tail put de- 
fendant in possession, and made ov« to 1dm 
all his interest in the promises, but without 
prejudice to the rights of the plaintiff : that 
no conveyance was made, nor were any title 
deeds delivered to defendant £ that Spenser, 
■ell,, shortly afterwards wenl to reside at Van 
Dicinon's i.and, taking plaintiff with hiin. 
The hill then mentions (Jovcrnsr Darling's 
Proclamation of 3th June, 18211; nnd slates 
that difleiidant applied for a grant of the land, 
an representative of Spenser, sen., and ob- 
tained one with el icsrrvution of the rights of 
others : that during the greater part of de- 
fendant possession, plaintiff was nn infant 
and ablaut from tha colony i that defendant 
hud notice of the said trust, and that if ha had 
not, ho took the grant subject LO plaintiffs 
rights, and enmmitted gross negligence in not 
.<(■;] inr m i; production of the tide of P. Spen- 
ser, son,, which ho knew consisted of convey- 
ances from Melville and from Crudock, 

The defendant by Ilia answer stales, that in 
1321, Spenser, sen.', being in possession, and as 
dv-fendstlt believed, solely entitled, contracted 
with him for tba sole of tlie premises 
in question, together with others, for 
£lo0 ; that he believed he nun con- 
tracting for the absolute fee, subject 
only to the rights of the Croa-n, and 
upon that understanding, and without any 
notieo of pliiniirTa nllenud riKhta, paid tlie 
£100; that Sjiciiscr, sen, put liim tnto pos- 
session, and aa fur us lie could without an in- 
strument of conveyance, (as was at that time 
common), assigned to luui tlie premises, and 
an absolute right therein, aubject only as nbovc: 
thai doferidont enquired for the title deeds, arid 
was told by Spenser, son., nnd believed, that 
there were none , that ho has been in posses- 
sion ever auiee 182), and having obtained a 
^rant in l»so, has improved tno property. 
Thin answer was tiled in September last. 

Evidence for both parlies h ub Laken before 
the Master, and regularly closed on tlieOth 
April lost. Tlie plriulliif proved the two deeda 
mentioned in his bill, and the identity of tbe 
property conveyed with that now stiad fur. 
Ilia defendant proved and put lit n receipt 
signed by P, Spenser, sen,, acknowledging

present anit ; and be proved hy the SeerLtai'y to 
the Court of Claims that titles of audi early 
date as 1821 frequeuUy coD.-iis-i of mere receipts 
for tho purchase inonoy. At the foot of tha 
receipt there was a memorandum sTaline that 
tho premises in question OMU0 to Spclltcr, 
sen., through Crndeck, from Melville; hut 
this memorandum, {wldch was referred 10 In 
the argument belore me as sontu evidence on 
the point of nolico} was obviously written 
nearly ten years after the receipt, No proof 
wns given of the defendant having had any di- 
rect notice of plaEntifTa rie.1 or of tho exis' 
tence of tho conveyance under which he claims 

On the 2nd instant Mr. Donnelly. 
plaintiff, applied for a commission to examine 
r . Spenser, sen,, at Van Diemcn'a Laud, for 
tho purpose, principally, of proving by him 
that at tilt- tlmo when defendant was put into 
possession he had direct notice flint the pre- 
mises were field in trust for the ploiniilf. 
Mr, B ruad burst, for the defendant, objected 
tbat the plaintiff Imd rainm lo show any Bpe 
cird grounds for being allowed to take further 
ovjdenes at this stage of tlio ault, I decided 
thnt ouch HpajW grounds were noeastsvj to 
warrant the ndmiaiWJit uf the evidence, iiuJ, 
ciiiiseijucntly, to juntUy the iiwiie of it com- 
mission to take uueii evidence \ nnd that none 
beiu'r dinclintcd, the cunimipfcioii must be te- 
fuaed. 

On the ctlt in^tnnt, Mr, Dtiuiicily roneivcd 
his application, upnn the allidavit of lha plain- 
tiff's solicitor and the plnhuilt' hiinself. The 
runner suites that hctoiv exniuioini; cuy ivi 
ncasns in ths Master's Oflioe, lie uetrmnihed 
"that It wra ner,->.uvy to itsue a commission to

W., tbett tt Iitvmcoston, to exsmlne ondsr 
ft ; tlmt ho wouhl havo applisd befora the 
examination In tho Master's C-fftco, but that ha 
heard uf Mr. W.*s death, nnd believed tbat a 
commission might ho obtained ns wfll after 
such examionlion as helbre ; that he did not 
go into evidence in the Muster's Office to prort 
notice and other facts which ho was aowfod 
Spenser, sen,, could prove; thst he had ns 
object in delaying the application; and thst It 
is made bona ado with a viow of ottafnisn ml „ 
terinl evidence. Tho plaintiff states thst f™, 
information received from F. Spenser, sea 
ho believes thnt person can prove that th. 
defendant had direct notieo that tho pretaiiei 
were held in trust for him nt the time when he 
obtained possession, and that thodefendant had 
notice Of the Conveyances. 

Mr. llroadhurxt having again opposed ths 
application, I took time to look through tbs 
papers. 

1 have now carefully exxmnjied tho plead 
inrft, evidence, andnffldavlw, and am of opinion 
that this commission ought not ta insug, Xfie 
principal evidence required is of a rustier 
which constitutes the main (if not the sole] 
foundation of tho anit, namely, the nones cf 
the iruit. This it distinctly charged in tho bill 
nnd denied by the answer. The plainttlT there, 
fore must be token to have known that the 
evidence- was most essential to his case ; and It 
is admitted that, in fact, his solicitor was swus 
of It, hut postponed his application for ths 
commission upon an orroiiecut notion thsi ht 
could apply at any time, I am willini to 
make much allowance for ths error in question, 
but at (he tamo tlmo I must take cars cot to 
subvert the whole practice of lie Court. Tint 
practice requires etch psrty to eirc and cloaa his 
evidence in a prescribed aonrss, snd in order to 
preserve regularity in the conduct of a cause 
as well as from Iho feor of encouraging perjery 
very rarely sllowi a party to supply a maierisj ' 
delect by evidence after hia case has once been ' 
dosed, and that of his ndversary has becemi 
known. In many cases, an nraoViifn; j,, 
tho taking of evidence has been permitted te be 
remedied by tho exnmination of a witness 
after the publication of the evidence, and even 
after tlio cause had come, on for hearing - but 
(Iris has usually been done by tha fc-oismhia- 
taon nt a person whine testimony wis irapn. 
fecit y taken before,— and hat always, at farts ' 
I can tee, been upon soma lingls incideatsl 
point not mixed up with tho general merits ef 
tbe soil, and which though incidentally neoss- 
lory to tha case of one of tlie parties (tueb, as 
tho strict proof of a document) has net 
been a main subject of eontcit. (Lord Arun- 
del t>, Pitt, Arab. eSJ), SinuTord e, Paul, J Diek, 
759 i Perry r.

Now in this cut, 
notice or tlio allccted trust is the main point of 
controversy, and ii of the very essence of ths 
merits of tha suit according to ihs plaiatirTa 
own cnao; and if I were to issue a commission 
for the purpose of talking tl>o proposed evi- 
dence upon this point, It it clear that i snovJd 
be bound also to reopen Ihe e.aso For the defen- 
dant, in older that ho might hava tlio same op. 
p^rtainityofrebuttiiigort-xplaiiifngthenewivi. 
denev ns ho would Iiavc had if it had been taken 
In thu regular cmiri»u ; and llius all rcrrularity 
would bo lost si^lu of, and the practice of the 
Court bo disturbed to nn extent thtt appears 
never to hnve been permitted. 

These considerations I think nufScicnt 
croand for refuting tlie indulgence prayed tet 
(see Lake •■, Skinner, 1 Jac. and Walker, 9, 
nnd the coaes there cited); but at beiringupaa 
the question now before me, 1 may mention 



that upon looking nt tho foundation nf ths 
plaintiffs alleged title, 1 see room to dealt 
whether audi evidence as ho desires to give- 
would be of any avail to him if obtained; be- 
cause the father ti ns the purchaser of tlie land, 
and tho trust ill favour of the son appears by 
tlie conveyance of Cradoek to bo morefy volun. 
taty and without cons Idornucn,— and bylhe re- 
ceipt proved and produced hy the defendant, V 
the father is shown to have sold the premises 
for vslue. I dn not mean lo decade that, 
tberefote, tha sole to tho defendant oarj^ated 
the voluntary trust, so as to destroy the plain- 
tbYa equity ; because this is a point which hSS 
not been disnussed, and upon which - 
I havr, abstained b™ forming a deliberate opi- 
nion j but as the niiintmay potiibly badccistvi 
efthe -ail, and does net appear to have been 
thought (if, I throw it out for consideration, in 
order thst if it be fatal, the defendant may net 
be needlessly horaomcd by the further prosecu- 
tion Pit this claim, at tho uastsxiee of a plaintiff 
who sues as a Ipiuper, and from whcrra.'lber*- i 
fore, he could not recover hit costs, iftuc- ' 
cessfuL 

Another point which aids in deciding me en 
a refusal af tho comutiltiQnis, thai tlispropotec 
CTidetaee is, in a remarkable degree, open to 
that danger of perjury which ( without personal 
imputation in any particular esse) the Courts 
have kept steadily in view when appliutitnaa 
of this description have been made; for here it 
ia proposed to examino at a dUtanee irpm the 
Court, and after tha defendant's case ii - 
known, — a father for his son — to prove a fact 
Micoiisintcnt with his own receipt,- and for the 
purpose of enabling thit pauper son to reenrer 
lend now trcntly increased tn Tslue, of which 
the defendant has been in tho undisturbed pos- 
session for twenty- four yean, urider tbat 
father's own sale nnd tbe Crown grant. Is is 
true that the solicitor saya that be always in. 
tended to apply for tho commission ; but this 
fact cannot materially affect tlio question, whe- 
ther his elisJir would not he under a tempta- 
tion, to which ho ought not to bo exposed, 
to procure hdso evidence to inset his adver- 
sary's case, or tlie urttneri be uatpud ta 
give it. 

I have thought it right to go fuUy Into ths 
grounds af my decision upon this point, becnuts 
tbe refusal of tlie wmrcussion must neeessarUy 
bs of serious consequence to the parties in this 
suit, arid may possibly load to tho dismissal of 
the bill.
